In this Europ ean country, the rep ort b egins, 
p rogress and initiative are so estab lished that the 
country — with a p op ulation of less 
than 
3,000,000 — has the world’s fourth largest mer­ 
chant ship p ing fleet, has develop ed its water­ 
p ower resources so skillfully that its p eop le use 
five times as much electricity as any other p eop le 
in Europ e, and has connected every village and 
hamlet in the country b y telep hone and tele­ 
grap h. 
More than 40 p er cent of the country’s farms 
use electricity for light or p ower p urp oses. Fully 
95 p er cent of the farmers, whp numb er a third 
of the country’s p op ulation, own their own 
farms. 
Educational standards are ex tremely 
high; illiteracy is almost unknown, $ nd in no 
country on earth are newsp ap ers and maga­ 
zines so widely read. 
Then a final remark: “The country has vir­ 
tually eradicated p overty. 
On the other hand, 
there is no great wealth.” 
All of that sounds p retty attractive. 
For all 
our p ride we cannot equal all of those records. 
What country is it? 
Norway — a nation 
we too often dismiss as b ackward. 
The Dep art­ 
ment of Commerce’s rep ort would indicate that 
Norway has one of the most p rogressive ad­ 
vanced civilizations 'in the world. 


SCIENCE GROWS ORTHODOX. 
During the p ast century or so, modern sci­ 
ence has b een the one great force in the world to 
lead p eop le toward skep ticism. 
One after another, discoveries or theories 
p ut forward b y scientists have weakened the old 
faiths. 
Astronomers, geologists, anthrop ologists 
and p sychologists have attacked the old concep ­ 
tion of man as the lord of the universe and have 
p ictured him, in the words of a recent sp eaker, 
as a “chemical ep isode on a cosmic dwarf.” 
It would b e ex tremely strange, therefore, if 
science itself were to p rove the medium through 
which modern skep ticism should b e b roken down, 
and through which men would swing b ack to­ 
ward the old othodox ies. 
Yet that is ex actly 
what may b e hap p ening. 
Consider the most recent develop ments 
in 
the scientific world: 
The old astronomical theory of an infinite 
universe is b eing ab andoned. 
Einstein agrees 
with the men who man the telescop es—tliat the 
universe is finite, limited in ex tent. No more do 
we have to p icture 
an endless succession of 
worlds. 
The stars do not go on forever. 
Coup led with this, an eminent British astron­ 
omer annoip ices that it is highly p rob ab le that 
the earth is the only p lanet that is inhab ited. 
We may, after all, b e the center of creation—our 
earth may b e the nob lest of p lanets. 
A p romient American evolutionish follows: 
this b y saying that man instead of b eing related 
to the ap es, is p rob ab ly the p roduct of a sp ecial 
creation. 
One of the country’s most famous surgeons 
announces that some cures can b e made b y faith 
that are imp ossib le to medical science. 
And, added to all of this, is the fact that the 
old theory of determination is b reaking down. 
Psychologists are not quite so quick to insist that 
free will is a figment of the imagination. 
They 
no longer declare that we are slaves of chance. 
Science, growing wiser, is retracing some of 
the step s it took a few years ago. It is not wag­ 
ing war on faith.

WASHINGTON— Latin America 
has taken tariff lessons from 
the United States. Her republics 
have built up tariff walls which 
compare favorably in height with 
our own. 
Nevertheless the'percentage of 
their goods which enter our ports 
free of duty is much greater than 
the duty-free percentage of our 
exports to them. The reason is 
that we buy their raw materials 
and sell to them our manufac­ 
tured products. 
Of course the higher the duties 
the 
greater the restriction 
of 
trade. 
Our manufacturers often 
complain at South American tariff 
•harriers, but in view of our own 
policy the most the United States 
government can ask anywhere is 
an even break. 
Our policy has been to ohlain 
most favored nation treaties or 
similar agreements assuring us of 
an equal chance with European 
nations fn Latin American mar­ 
kets. We don’t negotiate reciproc­ 
ity treaties or swap favors.

La t in 
A m e r ic a n 
republics 
have it in their power to dam­ 
age the United States by accord­ 
ing preferential tariffs to Euro­ 
pean products, but that is rather 
unlikely because most of them 
look to us for their big export 
market and their exports are now 
so often duty free. 
Their tariff 
policies are also tempered by 
realization that their exchanges, 
so important to their economic 
welfare, are affected by interna­ 
tional trade balances. 
Meanwhile, manufactured goods 
trom the United States sell at high 
-prices all through Latin America 
and we have continued, thus far, 
to strengthen our position in her 
Import trade. Despite high tariffs, 
the well-to-do Latin Americans 
tend to favor the imported article 
whenever it is superior to the 
domestic product.

TVTEAULY everywhere the "p ri- 
^ * mary p urp ose of tariffs is rev- 
asue. Infant industries are devel­ 


oping, especially In Argentina and 
Brasil, “but the customs revenues 
are vitally important throughout 
the Latin republics. The question 
of the benefits of this condition is 
arguable. It is far easier for a 
government; much simpler than 
establishing a tax administration 
and also less arduous on the bullc 
of the people. The same argument 
is used to justify taxes. 
On the other hand, an increase 
in amount of manufactured im­ 
ports from abroad tends to raise 
the domestic standards of living. 
All the Latin American coun­ 
tries are trying to advance in do­ 
mestic production beyond the raw 
material stage. 
Some of them 
progress very slowly, but their 
tariffs, even though the protec­ 
tive motive may have been dis­ 
tinctly secondary, encourage in­ 
dustrial development.

More than 40 per cent of the country's farms 


use electricity for light or power purposes. Fully 
95 per cent of the farmers, who number a third 
of the country's population, own their own 
farms. 
Educational standards are extremely 


high; illiteracy is almost unknown, and in no 
country on earth are newspapers and maga- 
zines so widely read. 


Then a final remark: "The country has vir- 


tually eradicated poverty. On the other hand, 
there is no great wealth." 


All of that sounds pretty attractive.

our pride we cannot equal all of those records.
